WASHINGTON (AP) - President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter says there is a 
strong possibility he will seek a tax cut 
for average wage earners as one way 
of stimulating the economy if it does 
not pick up by Jan. 20, when Carter will 
take the oath of office. 
Such a tax cut, Carter said Thursday 
night, "could be a strong possibility if 
there is no change in the rate of growth 
of the economy and if economic in­ 
dicators should show a negative 
aspect.” 
One of those economic indicators, 
the October unemployment rate, is due 
out today. 
The 7.8 per cent unemployment rate 
for September was the same that was 
recorded in July. The September rate 
represented an improvement from the 
7.9 per cent in August. 
Other recent economic reports show 
an economic slowdown. 
Industrial production was flat in 
September. Based on the third con­ 
secutive monthly drop in new orders 
for that sector in that month, the 
prospect of any sizable jump in 
production for October is dim. 
Tile slowdown has already been 
reflected in an increase in the layoff 
rate in manufacturing last month. 
An optimistic job-related report 
came Thursday from McGraw-Hill 
Inc.’s 23rd annual survey of capital 
spending. The survey showed that 
businesses are planning to spend 13 per 
cent more on capital goods next year 
than they did this year, largely 
because of expansion plans deferred 
this year. 
Such an increase would help the 
employment picture because of the 
new jobs created by expansions. 
However, inflation is expected to 
account for possibly 50 per cent or 
more of the increase, even though 
businesses say the inflation rate next 
year is expected to be I or 2 per cent 
lower than 1976’s rate.

Jack Ford Sees 
F ath er Busy 


NEW YORK (AP) - Jack Ford says 
he expects his father to be more active 
than most former presidents when the 
family leaves the White House. 
"He knows there will be a lot of 
flexibility, ways that he can remain 
active,” the 24-year-old son of 
President Ford said in an interview in 
today’s New York Daily News. “ But 
the first thing he’ll make certain is that 
mother will be comfortable with it — 
that it’s something she would like to 
do. 
"For the better part of the first year, 
they’ll devote the time to doing all the 
things they wanted to do before but 
never had the time for. Dad will enjoy 
traveling to places — like Mexico — 
where he always wanted to go with 
mother, as tourists.” 
“ He’d like to teach at a university if 
it could be on the basis of about one 
month a year,” Ford aded. 


PI-AINS, Ga. (AP) — President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter, who won the 
White House by only 27 electoral votes, 
vows that the slimmest of victories will 
not halt his plans to aggressively 
pursue new goals for the nation. 
The Dem ocratic presidentelect 
spoke on the main street of his little 
hometown of Plains, Ga., on Thursday 
night, and a crowd of some 400 wat­ 
ched in the chill autumn air as 
reporters, seated on metal chairs in 
the middle of the 
street, 
asked 
questions of the president-designate at 
the town’s old railroad station. 
It was also Thursday, two days after 
the election, that the final two states 
completed tabulating their ballots. 
Carter won the presidency with 272 
electoral votes in the wee hours of 
Wednesday. The final accounting on 
Thursday gave him the 25 electoral 
votes from Ohio for a total of 297. It 
took 270 to win. 
President Ford, the loser, got 241 
electoral votes with the six votes from 
Oregon completing his tally Thursday 
night. 
Carter took 40,291,626 votes or 51 per 
cent and Ford received 38,563,089 votes 
or 48 per cent. 
“ I wish we could have carried all 50 
states, but since I didn’t, I hope to 
dem onstrate 
even 
before 
my 
inauguration my complete com­ 
mitment to being president of all the 
American people,” Carter said, hold­ 
ing his first nationally broadcast news 
conference since the election. 
The news conference, he said, will be 
the first of many. He said he hopes to 
hold at least two each month after 
taking office in January. 
He said the narrow win would not 
stop him from "moving aggressively 
to carry out my campaign com­ 
mitments.” And he said there is a 
strong possibility he will seek a tax cut 
for average wage earners as one way 
of stimulating the economy if it does 
not pick up on its own by Jan. 20, when 
Carter will take the oath of office. 
He said any such tax cut would be

designed to increase the purchasing 
power of the average American family 
and would be oriented toward lower- 
income workers. 
But the Democrat said he does not 
intend any 
interference 
with the 
workings of the Ford administration 
during its final days. In fact, Carter 
said after the news conference that he 
will spend less time in Washington 
than had been expected before the Jan. 
20 inauguration. 
Earlier, Carter had indicated he 
would spend several days a week in the 


capital in transitional offices. But 
Thursday, he said he would spend less 
time in Washington to avoid the sug­ 
gestion that he is trying to interfere 
with or second guess the last Ford 
administration decisions. 
Carter said he would be represented 
in Washington by Mondale, who sat 
silently listening during the news 
conference in Plains. "Mondale will be 
there,” Carter said. "He will be me.” 
As for the plans of his own ad­ 
ministration, Carter admitted there 
would tie difficulties in carrying out his 


goals. But he said he thinks his 
promises can be fulfilled, especially 
since he will be working with a Demo­ 
cratic Congress* 
He mentioned hopes for overhauling 
the federal bureaucracy, for welfare 
and tax reform and for a new and com­ 
prehensive energy policy. 
He said the narrow victory in the 
popular vote and the electoral college 
win gives him a mandate sufficient to 
tackle the tasks he wants.

Fed Chief, Carter M ay Clash 


WASHINGTON (AP) - One of 
Jimmy Carter’s biggest stumbling 
blocks in shaping economic policy next 
year is likely to be the Federal Re­ 
serve Board and its strong-willed 
chairman, 72-year-old Arthur F. 
Burns. 
Carter and Bums have sharply 
different views on inflation and 
unemployment, and which is worse for 
the country. Carter also wants changes 
in the Fed’s operations and the status 
of its chairman. 
Through its control of the American 
monetary system, the Fed influences 
interest rates and the money supply. 
Carter says he wants the Fed to wield 
that influence to speed up the economy 
and reduce unemployment. This can 
be done without adding to inflation, the 
president-elect says. 
But people who know Burns say he 
remains convinced that inflation is the 
chief threat to the nation’s economy, 
and they say it is highly unlikely he 
would suddenly switch signals just to 
suit Carter. 
Carter can’t remove Burns, because 
Bum s’ term as chaimian doesn’t 


expire until Jan. 31, 1978. A source 
close to Bums said there is almost no 
chance Burns will step down early. 
None of the terms of the other six 
members of the board will expire until 
1978 either, so Carter will be unable to 
change the makeup of the Fed unless 
there is an early resignation. 
Bums’ first public reaction to the 
election and what it means for the Fed 
probably will come when he appears 
before the Senate Banking Committee 
on Nov. ll to disclose the Fed’s latest 
money supply growth targets. 
As of Thursday, there had not yet 
been any contact between Burns and 
the president-elect. 
Carter announced Thursday night he 
may consider a tax cut to stimulate the 
economy when he takes office in 
January. Burns opposed President 
Ford’s 1975 tax reductions and 
proposals, by some m em bers of 
Congress of offsetting the cuts by with­ 
drawing money from the economy. 
Burns denied to Congress he had 
done that, but it was nevertheless true 
that money policies remained tight, 
which could have negated the effect of 


the tax cuts. 
The Federal Reserve Board acts to 
influence the money supply and in­ 
terest rates by putting money into the 
economy, or taking it out, through the 
purchase or sale of government 
securities. Actual targets for interest 
rates and the money supply are set by 
the Federal Open Market Committee, 
which is dominated by the board and 
its chairman. 
People such as AF I/-CIO President 
George Meany and Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, D-Minn., say the un­ 
challenged power over money and 
interest rates makes the Fed chairman 
the most powerful person in the 
country. 
Carter’s best hope for 
winning 
changes appears to rest with the next 
Congress, which will consider new 
regulations for the Fed as part of the 
proposed Humphrey-Hawkins jobs 
bill. 
The bill would change the term of the 
Fed chairman to the same four-year 
period as the president. This would 
eliminate the overlap of terms that will 
occur with Burns and Carter.

Judge Throws Out 
' 
Hour1 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Television 
viewers should expect no immediate 
changes in earlyevening programs as 
a result of a federal court decision 
against the networks’ “ family hour” 
viewing policy. 
U.S. District Court Judge Warren J. 
Ferguson ruled Thursday that the 
major TV networks violated con­ 
stitutional rights of free speech in 
adopting the policy last year. 
Ferguson did not, however, abolish 
"family hour” programming, which 
was designed to calm public protest by 
keeping sex and violence from early- 
evening television likely to be watched 
by children. 
He merely said NBC, CBS and ABC 
couldn’t delegate authority for setting 
the policy to the National Association 
of Broadcasters (NAB). 
The decision was hailed a victory for 
free speech by the three entertainment 
guilds, two production companies and 
nine situation-comedy makers that 
had filed a lawsuit in October 1975. 
"A m ericans everywhere won a 
victory today,” said producer Norman 
I/ear, creator of "All in the Family” 
and other hit comedy series. 
CBS and ABC said they would appeal 
Ferguson’s decision. NBC and the 
NAB said they would review the 
decision before commenting. 
CBS, which led the fight for the in­ 
dustry’s adoption of the policy, said, 
"In the meantime and until further 


notice, CBS will voluntarily continue to 
adhere to the family viewing concept.” 


The NAB adopted the policy in 
September 1975 after network officials 
held a closed meeting with Federal 
Conununications Commission Chair­ 
man Richard E. Wiley. The networks 
and 462 television stations now sub­ 
scribe to the policy. 
In Ferguson’s 223-page opinion, the 
judge also held that the FCC violated 
the First Amendment "by issuing 
threats of government action” through 
CiRAFFITr 
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AND ITS ON 


Wiley "should (the) industry not adopt 
the family viewing policy or the 
equivalent....” He said “ censorship by 
government or privately created re­ 
view boards cannot be tolerated.” 


Ferguson ruled that the NAB and 
networks were liable for any damages 
that L ear’s production company 
suffered from the policy. No date has 
been scheduled to consider damages 
and a contention by the*unions that the 
“ family hour” policy violated federal 
antitrust laws. 


The policy says entertainment 
programs "inappropriate for viewing 
by a general family audience” 
shouldn’t be aired at night during the 
first hour of network programming or 
in the preceding hour. The policy does 
not specify what constitutes in­ 
appropriate programming. 
Ferguson, in criticizing the networks 
for bending to what he called FCC 
threats, said it was their right and duty 
to make independent 
decisions. 
"Instead of doing so, they took the easy 
road 
and 
capitulated 
to 
FCC 
pressure,” he said. 
Robert Aldrich, president of the 
Directors Guild, which was a plaintiff 
in the case, said his guild would ask for 
Wiley’s resignation from the FCC. 
Wiley repeated in Washington, D.C., 
what he had testified in court — that he 
never pressured the networks to adopt 
"family viewing.”

FliORENCE, Italy (AP) - Ten 
years ago, the Amo river flooded this

Renaissance, killed more than 50 
people and damaged thousands of 
works of art. 
But after IO years of talk, “not one 
thing has been done to control the Amo 
and prevent it all from happening 
again.” said Elio Gabbuggiani, the 
Communist mayor of Florence in an 
interview. 
The memories of Nov. 4, 1966, were 
accentuated Thursday by heavy rains 
that caused floods from Venice down to 
farmlands south of Naples. But the 
Amo stayed well within its banks, and 
damage elsewhere was limited to a 
small number of homes and crops. 
In 1966, 113 persons were killed and 
countless millions in damage were 
caused by floods over large parts of the 
Italian peninsula. 
Florence caused the most concern, 
because about half of the deaths were 
in this area 
and art treasurers 
representing a whole era of history

(Q.) I just received my VA check in 
the mail today. There is a card that 
says Veterans Pension Questionaire, 
in the envelope too. Should I complete 
this and mail it back in the envelope 
that was enclosed? 


(A.) Absolutely Not. Please bring 
the form, an Income Questionaire, to 
your Veterans Service Officer, at 219 
South Court Street and let us complete 
this form for you. You can’t realize 
how easy it is to complete these forms 
improperly, and then your pension can 
stop, until the error is corrected. 
Incidentally, these questionaires must 
be completed by mid-December, so 
please don’t delay getting them 
completed. 
(Q.) I am the widow of a World War 
II veteran who died as a result of a 
service connected injury before using 
his GI home loan entitlement. I have 
not remarried. Am I eligible for this 
Veterans Administration benefit? 
(A.) Yes. If they are not currently 
married, widows of veterans of World 
War II and later periods who died of 
Service Connected causes, as well as 
wives of servicemen missing in action 
or prisoners of war for more than 90 
days are eligible for this benefit. 
(Q.) If a veteran has a service 
connected disability and this qualifies 
for a 10-point preference in Civil 
Service employment, may his wife 
also get such preference for similar 
employment? 
(A.) No. Although wives of certain 
disabled veterans are entitled to 10- 
point preference when, because of 
disablement, the veteran cannot be 
appointed to a Civil Service job in his 
usual line of work, both he and his wife 
cannot, at the same time, receive the 
10-point preference. 
(Q.) My husband is a World War II 
veteran who added the Total Disability 
Income rider to his National Service 
Life Insurance policy. He has been 
totally disabled for about five years 
and has received $100 a month for all 
that time. How will that affect the face 
value of his basic policy? 
(A.) It will have no effect. Benefits 
received under the disability rider will 
not decrease the face value of the NSLI 
policy. 
(Q.) I have always received the 
Veterans Annual Income Questionaire 
in the mail the 1st of November with 
my check. This year, there was no 
questionaire. Are they going to cut off 
my Pension? 
(A.) 
If there 
was no 
Income 
Questionaire in the envelope with your 
VA Pension check, then I will presume 
that you are 72 years of age. It is no 
longer necessary to complete this form 
every year. You will have no more 
questionaires to complete at all, but 
your checks will continue to come each 
month.

(Q.) I just received my VA check in 
the mail today. There is a card that 
says Veterans Pension Questionaire, 
in the envelope too. Should I complete 
this and mail it back in the envelope 
that was enclosed? 


(A .) Absolutely Not. Please bring 
the form, an Income Questionaire, to 
your Veterans Service Officer, at 219 
South Court Street and let us complete 
this form for you. You can’t realize 
how easy it is to complete these forms 
improperly, and then your pension can 
stop, until the error is corrected. 
Incidentally, these questionaires must 
be completed by mid-December, so 
please don’t delay getting them 
completed. 


(Q.) I am the widow of a World War 
II veteran who died as a result of a 
service connected injury before using 
his G I home loan entitlement. I have 
not remarried. Am I eligible for this 
Veterans Administration benefit? 
(A.) Yes. If they are not currently 
married, widows of veterans of World 
War II and later periods who died of 
Service Connected causes, as well as 
wives of servicemen missing in action 
or prisoners of war for more than 90 
days are eligible for this benefit. 
(Q.) If a veteran has a service 
connected disability and this qualifies 
for a 10-point preference in Civil 
Service employment, may his wife 
also get such preference for similar 
employment? 
(A .) No. Although wives of certain 
disabled veterans are entitled to 10- 
point preference when, because of 
disablement, the veteran cannot be 
appointed to a Civil Service job in his 
usual line of work, both he and his wife 
cannot, at the same time, receive the 
10-point preference. 
(Q.) My husband is a World War II 
veteran who added the Total Disability 
Income rider to his National Service 
Life Insurance policy.

Dispute O ver Fair 
Dates Continues 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
State Fair officials, hoping to rev erse 
this y ear’s sag g ing attendance cau sed 
by school starting earlier, may hav e 
created more problems by opening 
nex t y ear’s fair 10 day s earlier. 
Cou nty fair manag ers say the state 
is being u nfair with them. 
The Ohio Ex positions Commission, 
which ru ns the state fair, mov ed the 
1977 opening ahead and ex tended the 
ru n from 12 to 13 day s. 
With a shortened cou nty fair season 
and dozens of local fairs, it’s a 
schedu ler’s nig htmare. 
“There are % fairs in the state of 
Ohio and when one of them chang es the 
date, it affects u s all,” said Merrill 
Cowg ill of Mareng o, ex ecu tiv e sec­ 
retary of the Ohio Fair Manag ers 
Association (OFMA). 
“We pleaded with them to g iv e u s a 
y ear to make the adju stments bu t they 
tu rned a deaf ear,” he said. 
Ray L. Boone of Bellfontaine, 
manag er of the Log an Cou nty Fair, 
was more blu nt: “We’re sold down the 
riv er." 
He ex plained that “on local fairs, it’s 
impossible to chang e their dates 
withou t a lot of preplanning . We hav e a 
lot of leg al contracts sig ned. Probably 
90 per cent of the contracts are sig ned 
before the prev iou s fair is ov er.” 
The OFMA has recommended that 
all fairs requ est their traditional dates 
for 1977 and let the state ag ricu ltu re 
director decide on preferences. The 
association also has asked the ex ­ 
positions commission to delay state 
fair date chang es u ntil 1978.

positions commission will reconsider. 
“There wasn’t any thou g ht of chang ing 
back,” he said. 
Ev ans looks at the situ ation from a 
different perspectiv e than the cou nty 
manag ers. 
“We’re also competing with other 
state fairs,” he said. “We hav e as 
mu ch at stake as the cou nty fairs. 
We’re in direct conflict with Kentu cky 
and Indiana.”

“I don’t think that the state fair is 
any competition for u s and nev er will 
be,” Boone said. 
It will hu rt ex hibitors, he said, 
becau se they will hav e to decide 
whether they will set u p at cou nty fairs 
or the state fair; often they can’t do 
both when the dates are so close.

“We’re also competing with other 
state fairs,” he said. “We have as 
much at stake as the county fairs. 
We’re in direct conflict with Kentucky 
and Indiana." 
Is there an answer to the scheduling 
conflict? 
“You’re always going to have a 
conflict...because of the short season 
the fairs are held,” Evans said. 
“Our big thought,” he said, “is that 
we have 30,000 young people who are 
part of the state fair and with schools 
opening before Labor Day it affected 
attendance...and caused a burden.” 
Boone estimated that 90 per cent of 
the fairs would be affected by the state 
fair’s date change, but he said it won’t 
hurt the county fairs. 
“I don’t think that the state fair is 
any competition for us and never will 
be,” Boone said. 
It will hurt exhibitors, he said, 
because they will have to decide 
whether they will set up at county fairs 
or the state fair; often they can’t do 
both when the dates are so close.

Employe Compensation Board says it 
may begin charging the first day of a 
state worker’s sick leave against his 
pay. 
The board began discussion of the 
issue on Wednesday, but no action was 
taken. State personnel chief Philip S. 
Hamilton said charging the first day of 
sick leave as an absence “would cut 
down 50 to 75 per cent” on the high 
number of sick days now taken.

Youngstown, suggested employes who 
do not take any sick leave during a 
year be paid a bonus. But he added the 
bonus would have to be substantial for 
the plan to work. 
The board also discussed hiking the 
$1,200 annual fee state universities pay 
the Department of Administrative 
Services for personnel administration. 
Hamilton said 
universities handle 
their payrolls, but use the department 
for development of civil service exam­ 
inations for examinations and testing. 
Hamilton said development of one test 
costs more than $1,200.

Alan Gottlieb, director of the 
Citizen’s Committee for the Right to 
Keep and Bear Arms, said Wednesday 
his group, based here, contributed 
about $80,000 to congressional candi­ 
dates who are opposed to restrictive 
gun control laws, but didn’t bother 
handing out dollars in this state. 


“We had some heavy input in 
Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylvania. And, 
of course, in California.” 
Gottlieb said opponents of new gun 
control laws constitute “the seventh 
largest political lobby,” behind oil 
companies and several labor unions. 
Another pro-gun organization, the 
Gun Owners of America Campaign 
Committee of Sacramento, has con­ 
tributed almost $100,000 to candidates 
for Congress, Gottlieb said.

There are two types of varicose 
veins. The first (“primary” ) may be 
related to some weakness in the walls 
of the veins, or to some impairment of 
the valves that lie within them. It is 
estimated that about 50 per cent of the 
patients with this weakness in the

predisposition. 


The second type of varicose veins 
(“secondary” ) may be due to in­ 
flammation of the vein itself. These 
are less frequently hereditary in 
origin.

role in the production of secondary 
varicosities. 


There are now many exact tests that 
can determine the nature of the 
varicose veins, their causes and their 
extent.

Itching of the skin is, in reality, a 
form of pain.

Antibiotics can, indeed, cause a skin 
reaction in people who are sensitive to 
them. It’s interesting, too, that people 
who may have taken a drug or an 
antibiotic without a previous reaction 
may later develop a sensitivity to the 
same drug or antibiotic.

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The copious consumption of in­ 
toxicants in early Ohio, according to 
the Ohio Historical Society, was not 
confined to any group or class.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — Eat at home 
if you want to save money on food, says 
a new Agriculture Department look at 
the nation’s food market. 
For all of 1976, the department’s 
Outlook and Situation Board says, 
prices for meals and 
snacks in 
restaurants and fast-food outlets will 
average about 7 per cent higher than 
the 1975 average. 
At the same time, prices of store- 
bought food for eating at home should 
come out about 2.5 per cent higher, it 
said. 
Labor and utility cost increases are 
the principal culprits in both cases, 
officials said, noting that the farm 
value of foods produced on U.S. farms 
is expected to average 4 per cent below 
last year’s average. 
Constantly rising prices for coffee, 
an imported food, throw the scales off 
a bit, but the board said: 
“Increases in retail food prices this 
year mainly reflect wider farm-to- 
retail spreads as well as the sharply 
higher prices for coffee and fishery 
products.” 
The USDA forecasters made no 
changes in this latest report in their 
main prediction: 
an over-all 1976 
average increase in retail food prices 
of 3 per cent, including levels in these 
closing months only I or 2 per cent 
above late-1975 levels. 
Death Penalty 
Under Attack 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
Exceptions to Ohio’s death penalty 
laws are practically nonexistent, says 
the American Civil Liberties Union of 
Ohio in a brief asking the Supreme 
Court to reject the laws. 
They constitute cruel and unusual 
punishment because they preclude 
judges “from considering matters 
which, under contemporary standards 
of decency, must be considered in 
mitigation of the death penalty,” the 
ACLU said Wednesday. 
Exceptions to the death penalty are 
“illusory” and “very narrow” and in 
most cases nonexistent, the ACLU 
contended. 
The organization also maintained 
that Ohio law is defective because 
there is “no system of appellate review 
of sentences to insure that a death 
sentence in a particular case is 
warranted by the facts and that it is 
compatible with sentences imposed in 
similar cases.” 


Next year, the outlook is still for 
prices 2 to 4 per coit above the 
January-June 1976 averages. 
Large supplies of both cropderived 
food supplies and meat are dampening 
retail price increases, the board said. 
The portion of the price attributed to 
middlemen’s costs and profits is ex­ 
pected to average 5 per cent higher 
this year than last, “well under the in­ 
creases of the previous two years and a 
little below the rate of (general) in­ 
flation” which has been around 6 per 
cent. 
The increases coming this winter 
will be due to the coffee situation, 
higher prices for fresh vegetables 
“and away-from-home eating.” the 
analysis said. 
The improved economy’s spurring of 
consumer demand and the large food 
supplies are pushing American con­ 
sumption rates to near the 1972 record, 
the board added. A 5 per cent rise in 
the amount of red meat eaten per 
person and a 9 per cent rise in poultry 
consumption are primarily respon­ 
sible. 
In the months of July through 
September, total spending for food at 
home and away from home rose at 
about the same pace, the report said.

ATIGUN PASS, Alaska (A P ) - You 
start up the 4,800-foot pass in the care 
of “ The Heartbreaker,” who turns you 
over to “ The Pass W atcher.” Once 
over the top you are in the hands of 
“ The Happy Pappy.” 
All three of them drive road graders 
on the trans-Alaska pipeline haul road. 
And their rigs are equipped with CB 
radios, which are much more than a 
device for “ hollering" at friends when 
you are this far north of the Arctic 
Circle. 
They can make the difference be 
tween life and death. 
The 350-mile road north of the Yukon 
River is kept open all year to get 
supplies to the pipeline construction 
camps. Roughly 80 per cent of the road 
lies north of the Arctic Circle, and 
winter temperatures 60 below zero are 
common. 
“ The one and only, world famous 
Thunderbug” drives this two-lane dirt 
road like there was no tomorrow as he 
roars “ home to mama.” As he stands 
in front of the shiny Rolls Royce-like 
g rill of his 18-wheeler he looks tough 
enough to handle most obstacles. 
Paul Konig, 
“the Thunderbug,” 
boasts of going over Atigun Pass 
“ barefoot” (without chains). As he is 
talking, this reporter’s own four-wheel 
drive wagon is sliding all over the icy 
highway. 
But the Anchorage trucker says, “ I 
won’t go up this road without my C B.” 
His buddy, M arty Dewitt of Fair­ 
banks, or “ Tiny Tim ,” tells a story 
about hauling a pipeline load on the 
stretch of statemaintained road south 
of the Yukon. He was headed up a hill 
when his rig tumbled over a cliff. 
He broke a rib but his radio still 
worked, and he heard a friend who was 
traveling ahead of him ask: “ Did you 
make it over the h ill?” 
“ I told him: ‘Yeah, but not the right 
way.’” 
Alyeska Pipeline Service Co., the 
consortium of oil companies building 
the pipeline, maintains the road north 
of the Yukon. 
The truckers, like th eir “ good 
buddies” down south, monitor channel 
19. Big they also can use channel ll to 
talk with the 12 pipeline camps along 
the route. 
Each camp has a radio operator 
handling 
the 
com m ercial 
band 
frequency used by Alyeska Pipeline 
Service Co., as well as monitoring 
channel ll. 
The drivers are never more than 25 
m iles from a camp, so most of the time 
they are within the trasmission range 
of CB radios. And if a trucker can’t 
reach the nearest cam p, there’s 
usually another trucker closer who can 
relay a message. 
Many Alyeska construction trucks 
have 
CB 
radios 
and 
can 
relay 
messages to camps via their more 
powerful company commercial-band 
radios. 
The radio operator in Old Man camp 
said that hardly a day passes that he 
doesn’t get a request for some kind of 
assistance, usually from a disabled 
vehicle. 
As we talked with Old Man on 
channel 19, we passed two wrecked 
trucks. One was a tanker lying almost 
upside down but neat-as-you-please on 
the narrow strip between the road and 
the forest. There were no injuries in 
either accident. 
Truckers also can call to the radio 
operators, like “ The Winemaker” in 
Dietrich Camp, to reserve a room for 
the night. The drivers are allowed to 
spend the night in the camps and eat in 
the cafeterias free.

Physician Ratio 
Show s N o w Gains 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
physican-to-inpatient ratio in Ohio's 
mental institutions has increased ll 
per cent in the last 15 months, the 
director of the Department of Mental 
Health said. 
Dr. Timothy B. Moritz also said that 
more than 90 per cent of the depart­ 
ment’s medical staff, other than 
psychiatric residents in accredited 
training programs, have full Ohio li­ 
censes to practice medicine. The rest 
have limited or temporary licenses. 
The patient load per physician has 
been reduced 27 to 47 per cent at Apple 
Creek, Gallipolis and Orient state 
institutes. 
The department's medical staff 
provides treatment of 14,500 institution 
residents and 12,000 out-patients, 
Moritz said.

bidding on the Lonz Winery, its 
mansion, marina,

are hoping to realize $1 million from 
Thursday’s auction to pay off the debts 
of the historic winery. 
The sale was conducted despite the 
posting of a court restraining order 
saying nothing was to leave the island.

Board Rules 2 
To Be Reinstated 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The state 
Personnel Board of Review has ruled 
that two Bureau of Motor Vehicles 
evaluators must be reinstated because 
computer printouts of excessive point 
violations were not public property. 
The board said the state must prove 
that James A. Chiero and Mark 
Hartman destroyed public property to 
sustain charges that they illegally 
destroyed state records. 
“The most logical and credible 
evidence is that they were not" public 
property, said board chairman Warren 
S. Earhart and member Frank E. Av- 
ren.

The “outlaw" movement, which 
both Jennings and his disciple, Young, 
represent, has its greatest appeal 
among young country music fans and 
sounds more like rock than traditional 
country music. The same sort of ap­ 
peal has been generated by some of the 
newer jazz groups — Herbie Hancock’s 
various ensembles and The Weather 
Report, for examples. These groups 
perform 
within 
a 
basic 
jazz 
framework, but employ rock, Latin 
and even country techniques as well. 
The “outlaw” sound as exhibited by 
Young is a combination of country, 
blues, folk and rock, making it hard to 
pigeon-hole in any category. 
In his 16-year career, Young has 
played folk and blues besides 
progressive country. Songs he has 
written have been recorded by Jen­ 
nings, Joan Baez, Rita Coolidge and 
Ian Matthews. 
As Jennings notes, Young is a 
distinctive singer. His voice ranges 
from a clear falsetto to a bluesy growl. 
“My music has to do with the 
South,” said Young, 34, a native of 
Newnan, Ga. “Ifs a reflection of my 
childhood. Ifs a combination of folk, 
blues and country." 
His songs are reminiscent of Tom T. 
Hall’s, with references to stained glass 
windows, bus trips and revivals. 
“When I sing, I like to have that edge 
— that soul — that Hank Williams 
had," he said. “I don’t mean blab­ 
bering 
on, 
but 
really 
saying 
something. 
“I don’t want to lose that essence of 
what soul is. I hear a lot of artists I 
like, but then I don’t like their next 
song. 
“Hank Williams was in touch with 
his soul, and Lefty Frizzell was good. 
After them, we got into homogenized, 
processed country music.” 
But he sees market improvement in 
some of today’s writing. 
“Some of it is better than it used to 
be," he said. “The times are more out 
front, and we are lyrically more honest 


— more complex. But of course, so is 
life. 
“Modem writers deal with more 
immediate things, but some old swigs 
really knock me out, like ‘Dark As A 
Dungeon’ by Merle Travis. I guess a 
good song is a timeless thing.” 
He and Jennings have discussed 
teaming up. 
“I am going to do more shows with 
Waylon,” Young said. “But the word 
‘outlaw* has been used a lot, and I don’t 
want to be put in one category.” 
Young, whose first RCA album was 
“Renegade Picker,” has been com­ 
pared to Nelson. Both worked for years 
before gaining recognitiwi, both are 
gifted writers as well as musicians and 
both have expressed disillusion with 
the Nashville recording scene. Nelson 
went to Austin, Tex., to record, and 
Young headed for Los Angeles, 
although he returned. 
“I can see similarities,” Young said. 


“ But he has been through a lot more 
than I have. 
“ He’s confident success won’t 
change him. 
“A lot of people lose their soul when 
they have success. Someone said the 
trouble with most successful artists is 
that they forgot to leave one foot in the 
street. I couldn’t agree more.”

Free Agent Negotiations Start 


NEW YORK (AP) - And now, the 
bidding begins. 
Super-agent 
Jerry 
Kapstein’s 
Providence, R.I. offices open for 
business bright and early today and 
baseball 
owners 
and 
general 
managers will be lining up to talk 
money with the man who represents IO 
of the 24 free agents selected in 
Thursday’s free-agent clearance sale. 
“We have appointments with clubs 
in both leagues starting Friday,” said 
Kapstein, who watched quietly in a 
comer of the room as baseball divided 
up the available talent. 
Thirteen players were chosen by the 
maximum 12 teams and nine of those 
men are clients of Kapstein. 
The most popular player at the start 
of the draft was Oakland outfielder Joe 
Rudi, who was selected six times on 


the first round. The first player to be 
removed from the list of eligibles was 
Oakland catcher Gene Tenace, who 
reached his 12-team limit midway 
through the third round. Kapstein 
represents both of them. 
Others chosen by the 12-team limit in 
order were Rudi and another Oakland 
outfielder, Don Baylor, outfielder 
Gary Matthews of San Francisco, 
pitchers Don Gullett of Cincinnati, Bill 
Campbell of Minnesota, 
Wayne 
Garland of Baltimore and A’s reliever 
Robie Fingers, infielders Bobby Grich 
of Baltimore, Sal Bando of Oakland, 
and Dave Cash of Philadelphia, and 
pitcher Doyle Alexander of the New 
York Yankees. 
Many of the assembled baseball 
brass sought Kapstein out after the 
draft, introduced themselves and 


chatted warmly, obviously laying the 
groundwork for their future negotia­ 
tions. 


The first man drafted was Baltimore 
outfielder Reggie Jackson, who was 
picked by the Montreal Expos. But 
Jackson's reported asking price of $3 
million for five years may have scared 
off some teams and he did not reach 
the 12-team limit until the 14th round of 
the draft. 


Under the draft's ground rules 
teams are permitted to sign no more 
than two free agents each unless they 
lose more than that number. Only 
Oakland, with eight players available 
and six drafted, Baltimore with four 
and California with three, can sign 
more than two. 
Charles O. Finley, owner of the 


Oakland club, went almost to the limit, 
drafting throughout the first 16 rounds 
and selecting such old friends as 
Jackson, the outfielder he traded to 
Baltimore on the eve of the 1976 sea­ 
son. He participated in the draft but he 
didn’t enjoy it. 
“It means doom,” the A’s owner 
predicted. “The handwriting is on the 
wall. The day of reckoning is coming. 
It will prevail and we are all going 
down. I shudder to think about sending 
out contracts for 1977. It is going to be 
very difficult to stay in business at 
these prices." 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn wasn't 
quite as pessimistic as his longtime 
adversary, Finley. 
“Baseball will survive,” said the 
commissioner, birt this has to work. 
The economies of the game may 
change and we will have to see if the 
competitive balance will remain. If 
these players are spread out amongst 
many teams, that will be all right. This 
was a product of collective bargaining. 
If it doesn’t work, something else will 
have to be tried.”

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Expansion Draft Held Today 


poker game in hopes of keeping the 25- 
year-old hurler in a Cincinnati 
uniform. 
Gullett was drafted by a dozen clubs 
in Thursday’s free agent re-entry 
draft, including Cincinnati’s archrival, 
the Los Angeles Dodgers, who tabbed 
the 91-game winner as their top choice. 
Gullett’s agent, Jerry Kapstein, said 
he would begin hearing the top offers 
today from the 13 clubs who want to 
sign Gullett. 
The Reds refused to participate in 
the free agent draft, saying they owed 
it to the players who helped win con­ 
secutive World Series titles. But at the 
conclusion of the historic event, they 
exercised the right to try to re-sign 
their former No. I draft choice. 
Gullett played out his option with 
Cincinnati when his request for a five- 
year contract was turned down. 
Now it appears, Cincinnati will have 
to give considerably to keep him. 
Besides the Dodgers, one of 
baseball’s richest clubs, the Reds will 
be bucking offers from Atlanta and the 
New York Yankees. The Braves and 
Yankees paid multi-million dollar 
contracts in the past two years to sign 
Andy Messersmith and Jim (Catfish) 
Hunter to longterm contracts. 
The Braves took Gullett in the 
second round and the Yankees made 
him a third round choice. Others 
bidding for his services are the 
Cleveland, Baltimore, Chicago White 
Sox, St. Louis, Boston, New York Mets, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh and Oakland. 
Gullett declined to discuss his new 
freedom. 
“I’ll have no comment until after I 
get together with my agent,” said 
Gullett, who is recovering from a 
dislocated tendon suffered during the 
World Series.

over the room. And on those pieces of 
paper were the keys to today’s draft 
for the new Toronto franchise. 
Peter Bavasi, 
executive 
vice 
president and chief operations officer 
of the Blue Jays, surveyed the rubble 
in the room and said: “All this 
represents months of hard work. If we 
don’t find the best players available, 
no one can.” 
Bavasi estimates that he and his 
crew of talent scouts have worked 
nearly 14,000 hours over the past three 
months, scouring the countryside for 
the best baseball talent available. But 
it really won’t be the best talent 
around; it just will be the best that is 
being offered to Toronto and Seattle, 
the American league’s new teams for 
1977. 
“It’s a tough nut to crack,” said 
Bavasi, who left a similar job with San 
Diego to join the Blue Jays. “But we 
think we’ll get the best players that are 
available to us. 
“I’m somewhat disappointed. The 
clubs didn’t leave unprotected as 
many young players as I would have 
liked.” 
Each of the 12 established AL teams 
was allowed to protect 15 players, plus 
any minor leaguer signed after 1975. 
The 12 teams must lose five players, 
one in each of the five rounds. Each 
time the teams lose a player, they can 
protect three more — until the fourth 
round, when they can pull back only 
two. 
After five rounds, the two expansion 
clubs each will have 30 players at a 
cost of $5.25 million, or $175,000 a 
player. 
Bavasi knows that the players 
available to Toronto are not the cream 
of the crop. But he thinks hard work 
will prevent the crop from being sour. 
To that end Bavasi and his team 
reviewed extensive scouting reports on 
about 1,800 players, compiling in­ 
formation from his own bird dogs and 
from some “friendly teams” in the 
National League. 
That figure was then reduced by two- 
thirds because of the AL clubs’ 
protected lists and the fact that 
veterans with IO years in the major 


leagues — the last five with the same 
team — can veto any movement. 
That left some 700 players, 50 or 60 
per organization. Scrutinizing the 
scouting reports brought a further 
reduction, leaving the Blue Jays 192 
athletes — 16 per team. 
The Toronto crew graded the 
remaining players from 1-1-92, and then 
by individual position. They even 
broke down the pitchers into four 
categories: right-handed starters, 
righthanded relievers, left-handed 
starters and left-handed relievers. 
And as long as the cleaning woman 
doesn’t vacuum the floor before today, 
the Blue Jays hope to have a successful 
draft.

“But I don’t think it requires a 
miracle for us to win, by any means,” 
said Blackman. 
“Our guys are going in there with a 
perfect mental attitude. We’ll have to 
be at our best and avoid mistakes,” 
added the coach of the Illini, 4-4 over­ 
all and 3-2 in the conference to the 
Buckeyes’ 6-1-1 and 5-0 records. 
A crowd of more than 87,000, the 49th 
straight Ohio Stadium sellout, will see 
quarterback Jim Pacenta make his 
first home start.

Blackman concedes Pacenta is not a 
game-breaking threat like Gerald, but 
warned, “They are not devastated on 
offense with him in there.

Rules For Mailing 
Christmas Cards 
Overseas Given 


Postmaster Harry L. Payne reminds 
postal customers that the minimum 
size for an envelope or Christmas card 
addressed to a foreign country is Vh 
inches 
by 5 Ma inches and 18 cents 
postage is required for surface letter 
mail weighing one ounce or less. 
However, the surface rate of postage 
to Canada and Mexico is 13 cents per 
ounce. 
Unsealed greeting cards bearing 
only the sender’s signature requires 14 
cents postage for less than two ounces 
when addressed to a foreign country or 
within the United States. When 
greeting cards bearing 14 cents 
postage are addressed to a foreign 
country, they must be marked 
“Printed Matter’’ on the address side 
of the envelope. 
The address must be parallel to the 
length of the envelope. The name of the 
post office and country of destination 
must be written in capital letters, in 
English, and shown as the last item in 
the address.

Some critics call th is 
public-be-damned porgram- 
ing. But th e ch oice is yours — 
a romantic, 37 -year-old Civil 
War epic or a taut, gripping 
recreation of a real and 
frigh tening 
moment 
in 
modem h istory. 
Auth or Serge Groussard 
and screenwriters Edward 
Hume and Howard Fast h ave 
carefully research ed th e film 
made about th e Munich 
tragedy , sorting th eir facts 
well, producing a solid, 
coh esive account. 
Th e first-rate cast includes 
William Holden as Police 
Ch ief Manfred Sch reiber, 
Franco Nero as a terrorist 
leader, Sh irley Knigh t as a 
surprise contact between 
auth orities and th e terrorist, 
Rich ard Base h art as West 
German Ch ancellor Willy 
Brandt and Anth ony Quayle 
as Gen. Zvi Zamir, h ead of 
Israeli security. 
Th e sh ow opens at 4 a.m. in 
Munich , wh ere th e terrorists 
scale a fence and enter th e 
Olympic village so absurdly 
easily you wonder if th e story 
line isn’t too pat. Th en you re­ 
alize: th at’s h ow it h appened. 
Th e confusion th at followed — 
th e false reports, th e ultima­ 
tums and deadlines th at were 
extended — all appear to be 
drama. Perh aps. But it all 
h appened th at way. 
Miss Knigh t’s role appears 
at first just window dressing. 
Newsmen wh o covered th e 
Munich massacre can’t recall 
a woman negotiating with th e 
Arab terrorists. But th ose 
wh o spent more th an $2 
million to make th e film say 
th at Annaliese Graes, an 
interpreter, was overlooked 
in Munich , yet sh e played a 
vital role, as depicted in th e 
movie. 
Midway in th e account, Is­ 
raeli Prime Minister Golda 
Meir is called and told th e 
terrorists are demanding th at 
236 Arabs currently in prison 
be released. 
‘‘If we sh ould give in,” sh e 
say s, “No Israeli anywh ere in 
th e world can feel safe.” 
A sligh t inaccuracy in th e 
sh ow: Israeli security ch ief 
Zamir (Quay le) flew to 
Munich with a team of 
commandos and offered to 
take over th e task of try ing to 
rescue th e Israeli h ostages. 
In th e film, h e mildly dis­ 
approves of th e rescue plans 
of th e German police ch ief 
(Holden). In reality , th e press 
at Munich was led to believe 
Zam ir’s disapproval was 
much stronger. And th e film 
doesn’t mention th e Israeli 
commandoes h e brough t to 
Munich . 
ABC 
sportscaster 
Jim 
McKay, wh o for exh austing 
h ours in Munich reported th e 
tragedy in 197 2, now narrates 
th e recreation of it, injecting 
yet anoth er ring of truth to 
th e program. 
Some 
of 
th e 
movie’s 
dialogue may be contrived, 
but four y ears h ave passed.

IJOS ANGEIJSS (AP) - 
Recreating history as drama 
is always risky business. 
Someone who was there or 
who has done better research 
is sure to shoot holes in your 
script. 
But when the producers (a) 
do extensive research, (b) 
cast the drama splendidly 
and film it on location, and 
(c) refuse to resort to 
melodrama, the result is not 
make-believe. 
Such is ABC’s “21 Hours at 
Munich,” 
a 
well-paced, 
chillingly accurate account of 
the events at the 1972 Olympic 
Games when ll Israeli team 
members were killed in a ter­ 
rorist assault. 
The two-hour program airs 
Sunday night. Its major com­ 
petition: NBC’s broadcast of 
the blockbuster hit movie, 
“Gone with the Wind,” which 
NBC expects will draw 110 
million viewers. 
Some critics call this 
public-be-damned porgram- 
ing. But the choice is yours — 
a romantic, 37-year-old Civil 
War epic or a taut, gripping 
recreation of a real and 
frightening 
moment 
in 
modem history. 
Author Serge Groussard 
and screenwriters Edward 
Hume and Howard Fast have 
carefully researched the film 
made about the Munich 
tragedy, sorting their facts 
well, producing a solid, 
cohesive account. 
The first-rate cast includes 
William Holden as Police 
Chief Manfred Schreiber, 
Franco Nero as a terrorist 
leader, Shirley Knight as a 
surprise contact between 
authorities and the terrorist, 
Richard Ba se hart as West 
German Chancellor Willy 
Brandt and Anthony Quayle 
as Gen. Zvi Zamir, head of 
Israeli security. 
The show opens at 4 a.m. in 
Munich, where the terrorists 
scale a fence and enter the 
Olympic village so absurdly 
easily you wonder if the story 
line isn’t too pat. Then you re­ 
alize: that’s how it happened. 
The confusion that followed — 
the false reports, the ultima­ 
tums and deadlines that were 
extended — all appear to be 
drama. Perhaps. But it all 
happened that way. 
Miss Knight’s role appears 
at first just window dressing. 
Newsmen who covered the 
Munich massacre can’t recall 
a woman negotiating with the 
Arab terrorists. But those 
who spent more than $2 
million to make the film say 
that Annaliese Graes, an 
interpreter, was overlooked 
in Munich, yet she played a 
vital role, as depicted in the 
movie. 
Midway in the account, Is­ 
raeli Prime Minister Golda 
Meir is called and told the 
terrorists are demanding that 
236 Arabs currently in prison 
be released. 
“If we should give in,” she 
says, “No Israeli anywhere in 
the world can feel safe.” 
A slight inaccuracy in the 
show: Israeli security chief 
Zamir (Quayle) flew to 
Munich with a team of 
commandos and offered to 
take over the task of trying to 
rescue the Israeli hostages. 
In the film, he mildly dis­ 
approves of the rescue plans 
of the German police chief 
(Holden). In reality, the press 
at Munich was led to believe 
Zam ir’s disapproval was 
much stronger. And the film 
doesn’t mention the Israeli 
commandoes he brought to 
Munich. 
ABC 
sportscaster 
Jim 
McKay, who for exhausting 
hours in Munich reported the 
tragedy in 1972, now narrates 
the recreation of it, injecting 
yet another ring of truth to 
the program.

Cassidy is a drummer who bro ke 
into the music business in 1 93 8 and no w 
bills himself as the wo rld’s o ldest 
keeper o f the ro ck beat. 
“ I’m the wo rld’s o ldest ro ck ’n’ ro ll 
drummer, as far as I kno w,” he say s, 
“ It’s so rt o f neat. I’m like liv ing pro o f 
to y o ung peo ple that they can lo o k 
fo rward to being in the business as 
lo ng as they want, if they present 
themselv es pro perly ." 
Cassidy play s fo r Spirit — a gro up 
that has fo llo wed a ro ck ’n’ ro ller 
co aster path o f ups and (to wns since 
Cassidy helped fo rm it a decade ago . 
The band no w is try ing to stage a 
co meback o n the strength o f its latest 
album, “ Farther Alo ng," a ty pically 
div erse wo rk in which fo ur o f the fiv e 
o riginal members play to gether fo r the 
first time since a 197 1 split 
It’s the gro up’s eighth album and, 
acco rding to so me critics, no t its best. 
The o ld man o f the skins bristles at the 
criticism. 
"It’s a wo rthy piece o f music — it 
stands up fo r itself," Cassidy said. 
“ We are human beings affected by 
ev ery thing aro und us just like y o u are. 
What we reco rd is dictated by the 
times and where we are at the time.” 
Where the drummer is at right no w 
is ro ck. It wasn’t alway s that way . 
“ I started o ut in

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) -- For 53- 
year-old Ed Cassidy, the beat just goes 
on, and on, and on. 
Cassidy is a drummer who broke 
into the music business in 1938 and now 
bills himself as the world's oldest 
keeper of the rock beat. 
" I ’m the world’s oldest rock ’n' roll 
drummer, as far as I know,” he says. 
"It’s sort of neat. I’m like living proof 
to young people that they can look 
forward to being in the business as 
long as they want, if they present 
themselves properly.” 
Cassidy plays for Spirit — a group 
that has followed a rock ’n’ roller 
coaster path of ups and downs since 
Cassidy helped form it a decade ago. 
The band now is trying to stage a 
comeback on the strength of its latest 
album, “Farther Along,” a typically 
diverse work in which four of the five 
original members play together for the 
first time since a 1971 split 
It's the group’s eighth album and, 
according to some critics, not its best. 
The old man of the skins bristles at the 
criticism. 
"It’s a worthy piece of music — it 
stands up for itself,” Cassidy said. 
"We are human beings affected by 
everything around us just like you are. 
What we record is dictated by the 
times and where we are at the time.” 
Where the drummer is at right now 
is rock. It wasn’t always that way. 
" I started out in 1938 playing 
country-western music," Cassidy said. 
"Then it was polka, and then Dixieland 
and then the early forms of jazz. Later 
it evolved into the big band jazz sound. 
"That’s when I joined a band in the 
early 40s that traveled by bus through 
17 states in the Midwest. It was great.” 
It wasn’t until the mid-1960s that 
Cassidy turned from jazz to rock. 
" I didn’t like early rock,” said 
Cassidy, who has shaved his head 
since 1959. “It was really a primitive 
type of thing.” 
But when Bob Dylan and the Rolling 
Stones came along, a friend persuaded 
Cassidy to sample his first morsel of 
rock ’n’ roll drumming. Now he swears 
by the stuff.

DAYTON, Ohio I AP> - The in­ 
coming president of the Consultation 
on Church Union (COCU) says it is 
unlikely that the 14-year effort to 
merge nine Protestant sects will be 
successful before the end of this 
decade. 
Dr, Rachel Henderlite of Austin, 
Tex., said the group has had many 
problems since its first meeting in 1962 
in determining church structure and 
resolving disp&es on contemporary 
issues. 
Even if these issues can be resolved 
at this year’s meeting here, she said 
Thursday, there is little chance of 
rapid unification of the 22 million 
members of the churches.

clear majority of the total electorate,” 
he said. 
Carter said the slimness of the 
victory “is fairly typical” of recent 
elections. “I don’t feel timid or 
cautious or reticent about moving 
aggressively to carry out my com­ 
mitments because I only got about 300 
electoral votes,” he said. “I’ll be very 
aggressive in carrying out my com­ 
mitments to the American people.” 
But he said, “I don't underestimate 
the difficulty” in accomplishing the 
goals he has set for his administration. 
“I know the American people realize 
that we can’t do everything," said the 
president-elect. 
And he said the success of his ad­ 
m inistration 
will 
depend 
on 
cooperation and in bringing the 
electorate into the governmental 
process. “It’s going to involve a great 
deal of cooperation between myself as 
president-elect, those who will serve in 
the administration and the American 
people and the Congress,” he said. 
Carter said he has not yet set any list 
of priorities for his administration, but 
he vowed to do so over the next few 
weeks. He said he will announce the 
decisions publicly as they are made. 
At one point, he was asked to com­ 
ment on the possibility that the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries is planning to raise oil 
prices. While continuing to stress his 
intention to avoid interfering with the 
Ford administration's prerogatives, 
he said such a move by OPEC would be 
a serious blow to the U.S. economy. He 
said in regard to such matters that he 
can't act as diplomat or policymaker 
yet. 
Carter said the authority to deal with 
such a problem is still Ford’s and “I 
have none whatsoever” until January. 
On the election, Carter said he didn’t 
think the voting showed a strong, 
negative reaction against Ford and 
that it did not indicate a sharp differ­ 
ence in voter trust between the two 
men. 
But he said he thought the majority 
of voters felt it was time for a change, 
and that they had wanted the Demo­ 
crat’s promised action on the problems 
of unemployment and inflation. 
Asked about foreign policy, Carter 
said he will try to improve relations 
with allies and open the policymaking 
process to Congress and the American 
people. 
He said he could assure allies and 
potential adversaries, including the 
Soviet Union and China, that the 


United States will seek peace and 
stable relationships. 
He 
vowed 
“substantial continuity as the tran­ 
sition takes place." 
As for his own Cabinet, Carter said 
he will not begin announcing the 
names of his top advisers until next 
month. But he indicated that some of 
the people who eventually will be 
named tp his Cabinet will be working 
with him during the transition period.
